PHILADELPHIA, Dec. G. Tlfe Am-

erican four-mast- bark Arthur Sew-al- l,

long overdue from this port ror
Seattle, is not tho only square-rigge- d

vessel about whoso safety much un
easiness Is felt in shipping crcles. The
bark Adoir Obrig, Captain Ross, left
Now York on April 10, a week later
than the Sow-all-

, bound for San Fran-
cisco, and since then nothing has been
heard of the vessel.

Reports reached here yesterday from
the Pacific coast which tell of terrific
storms In the neighborhood of Capo
Horn. One vessel, the French bark
Rochambeau, from Rochester, Eng.,
reported that she was off Cape Horn
GO days unable to proceed owing to a
succession of westnorthenst gales. On
June 29 this bark encountered a hur
ricane.

The knowledge that the American
clipper ships Atlas and Kenilworth,
both bound for San Francisco, were
compelled to put into Rio Janeiro,
damaged by storms, leads maritime
men to believe that the Sewall encoun
tered tho same gales and was blown
far out of her course. The Atlas was
more than 200 days out before tidings
of her were received. The Kenilworth
was out more than a year betore she
sought refugo at Rio Janeiro. Both
vessels lost sails. They are belloved
to be still at Rio Janeiro.
"The American schooner William

Nottingham left New York on Alnrch
3 for Seattle and was not heard from
until she put Into Melbourne on Sep-

tember 4 for new gear and sails. The
British ship Dynomene, which leU
Leith on January 17 for San Francis-
co, was supposed to have been lost
until she arrived at Montevideo on
September 19 in distress. The Italian
ship Elisa. from Tyne April 23, was
long overdue at San Francisco, and
was supposed to have foundered until
word was received of her nrrval at
.Melbourne In distress Inst September.

The fact tnat so many sailing ves-

sels had to seek harbor causes owners
and agents or the Arthur Sewall to be-

lieve that this bark, which is con-

structed of steel, weathered tho
storms, but was blown far out of her
course. The Sewall has enough food
on board to last lirteen months it nec-

essary.

According to the regula
tions of this board of trade no Japa
nese merchant may open a new place
of business within a certain distance
of any place already established by his
fellow countrymen. Ths discovery of
this onranization resulted from the
observation of several Japanese meas-
uring with a tape line the distance
from one Japanese place of business to
another. A crowd gathered out of cu
rlosity and the police were called and
investigated.
